REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of 
limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. 

Specifically, with respect to independent claim 1 , none of the prior art alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of a zoom lens system comprising at least three lens 
groups wherein zooming is performed by moving at least two lens groups as claimed, 
specifically wherein a first and a second lens group comprise focus-adjusting lens 
groups that are movable in the optical-axis direction in order not to move a position of 
an image plane upon zooming and satisfies the claimed condition regarding the focus 
sensitivities of said first and second lens groups. 

Specifically, with respect to independent claim 4, none of the prior art alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of a focus-adjustment method of a zoom lens system 
comprising at least three lens groups wherein zooming is performed by moving at least 
two lens groups as claimed, specifically wherein the method comprises providing a first 
and a second lens group as focus-adjusting lens groups, which satisfy the claimed 
condition regarding the focus sensitivities of said first and second lens groups.

CONCLUSION
